R. F. Westbro o k, a mail carrier o n 
a rural free deliv ery ro ute o ut o f 
I^mo nte, co mmitted suicide y ester­ 
day 
ev ening 
by 
sho o ting himself 
thro ug h the breast with a S8 -ca!ibre 
rev o lv er, at the ho me o f his bro ther, 
Curtis Westbro o k, who resides two 
miles so uth o f Lamo nte. 
The cause fo r the rash act is at 
tributed to ill health. Mr. We.stbriX)k, 
who was 25 y ears o f ag e, had suffered 
with two sev ere attacks o f appendi­ 
citis, and his phy sician had info rmed 
him that a third attack wo uld v ery 
likely result fatally . 
Mr. Westbro o k, 
o n Mo nday attended a meeting o f the 
R. F. D. asso ciatio n in this city and 
left y esterday afterno o n, o n Misso uri 
Pacific train No . 5 fo r his ho me in 
Lamo nte.

Upo n reaching Lamo nte. he weie 
direct to the 
^lo me o f his bro ther. 
When he reached the residence he 
did no t g o inside, 
sto pping in ihv 
y ard surro unding the ho me. 
He to o k 
a rev o lv er fro m his po cket and sho t 
at a po st, ev idently to ascertain if the 
cartridg es were in 
g o o d co nditio n. 
He then turned the g un upo n himself, 
sending a bullet thro ug h his bo dy . 
D. S. Ramey and so n, who were 
passing by the Westbro o k place heard 
the sho ts, and they carried the mail 
carrier 
into 
the ho use. 
Phy sicians 
were ^hastily 
summo ned,

w'o und w'as a fatal o ne. Mr. Westbro o k 
dy ing at 8 :30 o ’clo ck last nig ht. 
On the inside o f his co at was a has­ 
tily written no te, which was intended 
to serv e as the last will and testament 
o f the deceased. He directed that his 
watch be g iv en to his little bro ther. 
Tay lo r, and his ‘ho rse to his sister, 
Mrs. J ames Staples. 
Mr. Westbro o k 
carried |2,000 insurance in the Mo d­ 
ern Wo o dmen o f America, and he di­ 
rected that after his debts and funeral 
ex penses were paid 
the remainder 
sho uld ^e g iv en to his mo ther.

Hramel hail on pr« 'viou s oe- 
casicnn driven his wife and children 
away from home and the relatives 
nr. id. no attou tioii to the talk of the 
little ones u ntil day light, when they 
went to the home and fou nd only the 
smoking ru in.s. 
The charred remains of .Mrs. Bramel 
were 
ly ing 
near 
the ru ins. 
The 
charge of shot from a dou b le-b arrel 
gu n had torn away the u pper portion 
of her head, b u t after falling she had 
life enou gh to crawl from the room or 
had b een dragged nu t b y the man she 
called hu sb and. 
A 
search of the 
smoking ru ins disclosed the remains 
of Bramel. 
All that was left were 
some b ones. 
T he m u rderer and su icide b elonged 
to one of the cou nty ’s large and in­ 
flu ential families. 
It is said that it 
was only when 
crazed with liq u or 
that he ab ja.sed and mistreated his 
family . 
His wife was the y ou ngest 
dau ghter of the late Daniel Hu nt, one 
of the oldest dry goods m erchants of 
this city .

Desp ite th e lessons of th e Boer war, 
say s th e London Mail, th e Jap anese 
did very little op en order and extend­ 
ed formation work in th eir last man­ 
euvers, but op erated in solid masses 
as trim and righ t angled as th ough 
sh ap ed with a 
sp irit level. 
Wh en 
Field Marsh al Marquis Yamagatawas 
asked if Jap an would not ch ange h er 
field tactics to suit th e conditions of 
modern firing, h e rep lied: 
“Jap an will reveal h er tactics in 
battle. Be sure th at th ey w*ill be th ose 
necessary * to insure victory .” 
Th is was not th e self-confidence of 
th e unbeaten warrior, but th e exp res­ 
sion of th e only sp irit Jap an knovrs, 
for sh e never considers* defeat even 
as a remote p ossibility . 
On th e sea officers 
and men are 
sp oiling for a figh t. 
From th e crews 
of th e h uge Mikassa and h er sister 
battlesh ip s down to th e men on such 
craft as th e wh ite-nap ed Crane and 
th e Dragon’r Lamp —torp edo destroy ­ 
ers—th ey are swearing by every an­ 
cestor th at if let loose th ey will sink 
or cap ture each consonantly named 
Russian warsh ip in th e Pacific, and 
th ey do not contemp late a p ossible 
defeat? 
Yes, but cap ture, no. 
Never 
will a Jap anese sh ip , h igh or low, go 
into p ort a p rize. 
Wh en th e turrets are jammed and 
th e big guns dumb, wh en th e screws 
are still and all defense is dead and 
gone, th e men ch osen by lot before 
th e beginning of action will go from 
th eir station to th e h eart of th e sh ip , 
p erform “th e last full measure of de­ 
votion” in exp loding th e magazines, 
and th e sixteen-p etaled 
ch ry santh e­ 
mum on th e imp erial standard will go 
deep down in a welter of blood and 
steam and smoke till, “streaked with 
ash and sleeked with oil, th e luke­ 
warm wh irlp ools close.”
